If  your  bids  are  not  successful,  you  will  always  receive  a  post  card  im¬ 
mediately  notifying  you  of  that  fact. 

If  you  are  bidding  for  the  first  time,  put  references  on  back  of  bid 
sheet.  If  you  have  bid  at  my  sales  and  fail  to  get  items  you  wish,  write 
me  and  I  will  be  glad  to  look  up  your  sheet  and  tell  you  where  the  trouble 
is.
